PRICES ON PLUMBING GOODS GOING UP. 

Referring to the “Comments on Market Conditions,” 
by C. V. Kellogg, president of the Kellogg-Mackay Co.., 
of Chicago, published in these columns some time ago 
a leading master plumber in one of the western cities 


write ~ As follows 


| ; 


It is doubtful if very many of the plumbers and fitters 
throughout the country realize the advances in the cost 
of materials which have taken place during the past tw: 
vears. Many comparisons have been made showing that 
some lines have advanced 60 per cent or 70 per cent or 
perhaps many times that. But percentages are deceptive, 
actual figures are needed to bring home conclusively the 
true tacts 

“f can well understand how, for a certain portion of the 
past two years, some of the craftsmen have been using 
materials purchased prior to the advances, but 1t 1s almost 
certain that at the present writing there is very little 
material now in stock, which was purchased at the old 
time low prices. Even so, good business methods make 
it imperative that present day sales be based upon pres- 
ent day costs. The business man, who purchased betore 
the advances, has earned that profit and should keep it 
When the market goes back to normal again, there will 
be a loss on whatever materials are then in stock. The 
profit on the advance must be used to offset the loss on 
the decline. 

“To say the feast, discounts are deceptive. The difter- 
ence between a discount of 80-10 and 60-10 does not at 
first glance strike a person as being otf very great consi 
quence, but a little figuring wil! show that there 1s a dit 
ference of 100 per cent. In other words, a 2 by 6 black 
nipple listed at 38 cents, less 80-10, nets .068; the sam 
nipple at 60-10, nets .137, a little more than twice as much

Ventilation.

The duties of an inspector of heating and ventilation is

heating or ventilating system in office building, or in- 
spector for a public utility corporation supplying steam, or 
equivalent experience.
